FRENCH ARMY CONNAND, MUNICH i Prime Minister Boyer discussed at a high ranking, and top 
^-^cret conference with other high French officials the latest- French military plans and 
portant decisions regarding to future use of Polish Soldiers. Hie General from Paris 1 
-raining headquarters for the French National Army, General Petain, expressed his profound 
opinion that French armies should be made up of French nationals only and that all foreign 
troops .should be expelled. Nevertheless, this extreme rightist attitude was compromised and 
resulted in allowing the Poles to form their own army in exile that would be funded and 
supplied directly from the French Supply Command. Prime Minister Boyer felt that an amicable 
compromised solution was reached and he declared himself in favor Of using Polish troops in 
the glanned offensive on !fyrolia, Austria. He expressed his desire, however, that the Polish 
troops be transferred to the German front as soon as possible. The concensus was that the 
Polish soldiers would help in the future assault on Warsaw, Poland in the near future. 

THE LIGHT BLUE SOFWITH, OVER TYROLIA— French Ace Pierre llylott fought in a tremamdous 
aerial battle over Tyrolia versus a combined Russian-Austrian Squadron of assorted bi -planes 
and tri-planes captured from Germany. In a fierce dogfight, Pierre Nylon shot down his 23rd 
enemy plane while assisting two other French Sopwtth Pilots in ? excaping from tenacious 
Austrian pilots. With only 15 planes versus the enemy's combined 31 planes, the French 
Air Squadron #1313 did exceedingly well. Of course, the latest French Stpwiths were far 
spperior in climbing and speed and thus easily out-maneuvered the enemy's inferior German- 
made Albatrosses and their own, slower . still, home products. Having defeated the enemy, the 
French pnoceeded to bomb the front lines of the enemy near ^rrolia. A new system of contact 
was used in which flares from the infantry denoted their individual progress for the planes 
to return and report.

WEAPONS THAT DIDN'T CHANGE THE * T CRLD: THE SUBMARCWBGAT 



THE Submarowboat pictured rbove is but orw of the series of submersible crsft that 
sprang from the fertile imagination and imperfect engineering genius of the Polish naval 
expert Count triad islaw Whop. 

WHOP was a pioneer in the field of undersea craft, nnd actually pordated the German 
and American use of submarines. He studied the work of the American designer Holland, and 
apparently learned nothing from it. 

VHOP worked cut of a factory on the Baltic coast, rented from an obliging Prussia] 
government who believed he xras building a type of automatic pinsetter Tdth wnich he vox&m^S 
revolutionize the culture of ids native land. 

HIS first ship, the Mark I, was a totally enclosed craft not unlike modern submarines 
except that it had no means of propulsion. Whop planned that the crew would be welded into 
the ship and then a large group of workers would give it an energetic push toward whatever 
foreign land it was to roach. This proposal received a less than enthusiastic response 
from both the High Command and the crew, and was abandoned after a few months. 

UNDAUNTED, Whop evidenced his faith in the future of undersea craft by designing the 
Mark II. This vessel overcame the lack of propulsion fcy the simple means of drilling many 
holes in the bottom of the ship. The crew stuck their legs through these holes and paddled 
vigorously, allowing the Mark II to achieve a reasonable though somewhat awkwarB motion. 

A FASTER version of the ship was soon forthcoming, and nearly a dozen wore built and 
launched simultaneously. These Mark Ill's had additional hole,s along the sides through 
which the crew stuck their arms and, by means of strong strokes, pushed the ship forward 
at a much greater speed.. The Mark III had several problems. The crewmen could never 
remember which arm they were to stick through, "right" and "left" not yet having been 
invented in Poland, and some crewmen would invariably position themselves backwards, impeding 
the ship's progress. Whop' s .solution was to crew the Mark II with one armed men, but these 
were difficult to find and the draft-board's recruiting efforts were soon condemned as bfeing 
inhumane and crude. 

A MORE serious drawback was the ease with which water entered the armholes. The leak- 
iness of the Mark III made it excellent for descents but difficult for resurfacing. None cf 
the dozen Mark Ill's returned fram its maiden voyage. 

THE vessel pictured here is actually a Mark IV, or Submarowboat, which was the most 
successful of Whop's designs, pars protruded through holes fitted with ingenious corV 
stoppers that prevented the entrance of water, and enabled the Submarowboat to achieve^^^ 
heretofore undreamed of speeds, allowing it for the first time to travel in a direction 
other, than that of the prevailing current. 

THE launghing of a large fleet of Submarowboats was treated with great enthusiasm by 
the Warsaw papers. The far-saw Grubb, knowing however that the majority of its readers had

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^^ever seen any body of water even as large as a bathtubful and would therefore be unlikely 
o understand the principles of submarine warfare, heralded the launching with a story 
which translated the weapon into terras they could comprehend. Headline "Terror Prom The 
Sky," the story featured a 'dr&nStic* illustration by a staff artist which blithly showed 
the Subaarowboat being rowed through a cloudy sky while fighting with what wea either a 
largo dirigible or a very athletic whale. 

THE only problem with the Submarowboat was the need for precision in rowing, since 
the oarsman out of time with his comrades would cause disastrous oar tangling. The size of 
the Submarowboat fleet was limited by the shortage of men skilled in leading the oarsmen in 
the rowing chant, which required the leader to count to two. 

A LATER version -of the ship, the Mark V or SubraaBtHrnwheeler, had a paddlewheel 
affixed to the stern. This model proved impractical when submerged, however, since water 
ran down/ the steam stacks. 

VHOP'S final version strove to combine offensive capability with propulsion. Installing 
tropedoe on his ships for the first time, the Count— always a practical man—reasoned that 
propulsion could be obtained by firing the torpedoes out the stern. All but one of his 
Mark VPs were destroyed by -explosions when, arrayed in a mathematically perfect straight 
line— the only formation understood fcy the Count — they all attempted to commence movement 
at once. 

FOIXOfcOTG this disaster > Whop hastily emigrated to the United States. He was unheard 
from until nearly half a century later when he made his final appearance as the designer 
of the Chevrolet Corvair. — " JGK

Edi has publicly admitted in the ARENA that two out of three isn»t bad, so 
readers may conclude that his chances of victory here are rather slim. As in the mini-tank 
battles, we have demonstrated an ability to outshoot him repeatedly. Now if we could only 
figure out how to got cannons into the Middle Eprth games.... 

A SHORT HISTCRX OF THE YOONGSTaiN VARIENT. 

Hie original Xoungstown Varient was designed here (as the name indicated) by one Jack Tucker 
who never played postal Diplomacy. Long since then forgotten, it has not been played in - 
person nor even mentioned. As the original version did not have the OBB boxes (which were 
added bv Rod Walker), travel around the world was impossible. Hence the games played here 
Either s talma ted in the middle of Russia in an East-West confoontotion, or the new powers 
riumphed. Only about three or four face-to-face games were contested here before the 
game dropped out of favor. Some have asked why the Americas were not included to make the 
game truly world-wide. One of the obscure reasons that I was able to dig out of Kbning 
was the fact that Tucker (who always operated on a grand scale) made the original map as 
large as a full-sixe bed with the accompanying problems of storage and transportation. 
Must have been before Klng-sixe beds came into vogue... or wather beds...
